Trunk  docs  not  meet  any 
of  these  requirements,  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons  : — 

"i.  Because  the  distance  by  Grand 
Trunk  from  Portlanxl  to  Port  Simp- 
son via  North  Bay  will  be  about 
3,600  miles,  and  from  Levis  to  Port 
Simpson  about  3,400  miles.  Whereas 
the  distance  from  Quebec  to  Van- 
couver by  the  Canadian  Pacihc  is 
only  3,078  miles,  and  a  direct  line 
from  the  City  of  Quebec,  through 
northern  Quebec  and  northern  On- 
tario by  the  roiite  granted  by  parlia- 
ment last  year  by    charter    to    the

Here  is  your  whole  scheme  con- 
demned by  these  business  men. 

TRURO  BOARD  OF  TRADE  AND 
CITIZENS. 

I  will  now  show  you  what  the  town 
of  Truro  says,  the  Athens  of  Nova 
Scotia,  where  we  have  the  schools,  from 
which  wi'  control,  tlie  whole  pub- 
lic o])inion  of  the  provinces.  A  resolu- 
;ion  was  pass.'d  at  the  inei'tinL;  at 
Truro  on  the  30th  of  Jan\iary.  i()()3.  '.hir- 
teeti  years  after  the  resohuiou  of  my 
hon.  friend  the  Minister  of  I'inance 
which  was  passed  in  1890— the  14th  of 
I'ebniary,  a  long  time  ago.  In  J.-inu- 
ary,  1903,  with  our  educational  institu- 
tions at  wcirk  diu-ing  ali  that  time,  we 
are  ail  more  intellige:u  and  better  able 
to  give  the  I  inance  Minister,  new  light 
on  the  trade  riiutes  of  the  country.  Tlu' 
resolution  sets  forth  : 

"That    this    joint    meeting   of    the  ■ 
board  of  trade  and    the    citizens    of 
Truro "  i 


Many  of  the  leadmg  men  of  the  town, 
gathered  to  discuss  tins  question.  1 
heard  there  tiiat  da_\-,  soiiu-  able 
speeches.  I  am  re])orting  lure  ihe  de- 
cision that  as  reached,  with  regard 
to  this  bus;  '>s  proposition,  at  this 
mi'etiug  of  l>^l-ine^s  men,  repre-eiiiing 
inaritinie    i)rovinces    inieresis  ; 

"That  tins  \<<un  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trade  and  citizens  (if  Truro, 
having  considered  the  ((Uestiiui  oi 
another  transcoiumemal  raiiw;i\  on 
Canadian  >oi!.  is  of  opinion  iliui  one 
is  immediately  necessary,  on  acciuiiu 
of  the  immense  and  rapiiil>'  increas- 
ing production  of  the  Xor'h-wesr, 
wh'ch  existing  railways  .are  eiiiirely 
inadequate  to  traii-prirt.  Tliat  we 
are  of  the  oi)inion  that  the  next  rail- 
way to  be  built  for  the  ])urpose 
should  be  It.icated  con>iderabI\-  north 
of  the  existing  lines,  so  as  not  only  to 
develop  a  new  area  of  fertile  lands, 
but  also  to  insure  the  export  business 
to  Canadian  ports  only  and  thus  pre- 
vent a  recurrence  of  the  disappoint- 
ment which  has  been  experienced 
by  maritime  provinces  ports  in  the 
past. 

"That  such  a  line  wouhl  also  com- 
mend itself  on  account  of  the  military 
defence  of  Canada  : 

"Thai  the  Trans-CaiKKki  Railway 
having  adopted  the  route  recom- 
meiicled  b\'  ."^ir  San  Iford  I'leming, 
would  seem  to  meet  all  re([uire- 
incnls." 

That  is  the  modern  deliverance,  of 
the  intelligent  people  of  my  town,  and 
tliat  I  am  'piepare;!  to  sr.pjjort.  Let  tnc 
call  the  attention  of  the  Minister  of 
Finance  to  one  thing.  He  knows  Mr. 
Frederick  Tupper.  lie  ran  in  that 
county  as  a  supporter  of  the  hon.  gen- 
tleman (lion.  Mr.  Fielding)  wdieii  he 
was    Premier    of    the    province.     Mr. 
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Tupper   is  an   intelligent  and    capable 
man.     The  only  fault,  lie  has,  is  that  he 
is  a  Liljcral.  He  is  a  justice  of  the  peace 
in  Truro.     At  this  meeting,  he  made  a 
speecii,  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks,  to 
those  who  had  taken  part  in  that  meet- 
ing, and,  in  tiie  course  of  that  spe-    'i, 
lie  dechi'-ed  plainly  that  no  road  shoiild 
rfcei\e  a  ?ul)sidy  that  carried  grain  to  a 
f'Teigin    juirt.     He    meant    the    Grand 
'I'runl:,  and  declared  thai,  under  no  cir- 
cumstances should  they  receive  a  sub- 
i-ii'iN.   hi'-ausc   their   system,   coutinued 
ti>  c.-irry   tlu-   trade   i>i  tliis  country   to 
J'nnlaml.      1".  :r  that  reason,  he  was  ])re- 
pared  to  -iijipirt  a  railway  that  h.id  im 
i-onnerti.iii     witli     the     i '.ran  !     'iVuiik-.

Tliai  is  the  way  they  dealt  with  it— 
that  not  a  dollar  f)f  subsidy,  shoidd  be 
given  to  a  road  like  the  (irand  Trunk. 
So.  the  hon.  member  for  Westmoreland, 
is  directe<l  iiy  his  i)o:ird  of  trade,  to 
vote  against  tliis  scheme,  because  the 
Crand  Trunk  are  associated  with  ii. 

I  have  now  shown  you,  that  the 
v,h(de  ))usines.s  interests,  of  the  mari- 
time provinces,  have  sent  us  directions, 
not  to  s„pp,,rt  the  policy  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  this  matter.

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NOVA  SCOTIA  STANUPOIXT. 

But  on  an  occasion  like  this,  when 
a  proposal  is  before  us  to  build  a  great 
national  line,  I  am  bound  to  regard  it 
in  a  sectional  sense,  I  am  bound  to  con- 
sider whetluT  it  answers  for  us  in  Xi>va 
Scotia,  the  intentions  declared  by   the 
Prime  Minsiter.  Looking  at  this,  from 
a  Xova  Scotia  standpoint,  tlien,  one  of 
the    most    fruitful    objections,    to    this 
road,  is,  that  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
is  allied  with  the  old  Grand  Trunk.  The 
J'rime   Minister,  made  it  the  basis  for 
a  strong  plea,  for  this  scheme,  that  he 
had  the  Grand  Trunk  beliind  him.     P.ut 
it  was  quite  the  other  way  with  it  from 
a  maritime  ])oint  of  view.     \\"e  distrust 
the   Grand   Trimk.     It   has  injured  the 
business,    of    the    maritime   provinces, 
e\er   since   Confederation.     A   promin- 
ent business  man  of  Truro  was  sitting 
in  the  gallery  this  eveniui;  wlio  if  ask- 
ed concerning  it,  would  be  able  to  tell 
you  that  the  Grand  Trunk's  way  of  do- 
ing business  for  the  inaritime  provinces 
hacl  occasioned  liim  much  loss,  during 
his     business     career.     A  Xova  ."^cotia 
merchant  ga\e  an  order  for  sugar  on  a 
rising  market,  tlie  goods  to  be  shii)i)ed 
from  ( hitario.     In  the  ordinary  course, 
the  sugar  should  have  been  in  his  ware- 
house   within   ten   days,   and.   had   this 
bei-n  doiu'.  he  would  have  made  a  pro- 
fit of  $5,000  or  $10,000.     Hut  what  lia])-  I 
1>ened  .'     There    is   no   com])etition   be- 
tween   the    Grand    Trunk   and    the    In- 
tercolonial,    and     so    they     side-track- 
ed   the    sugar    l)ctween    Toronto     and 
Montreal,    and    sent    on    cars,    whose 
transport    they    regarded   as   more    im- 
port.Tnt.     Tho   -ugnr  reached  the  con- 
signee after  twenty  or  thirty  davs.  bv 
which  time  the  market  hail  fallen  and 
he  made  a  serious  loss.     That   is  the 
way  the  merchants  of  the  maritime  pro- 
vinces, have  been  treated  by  the  Grand 
Trunk,  during  the  whole  ccn.'-se  of  their 


experience  with  that  road.  So,  when 
you  prove  that  the  Grand  Trunk  is  con- 
nected with  the  scheme,  you  kill  it,  as 
far  as  the  maritime  provinces,  are  con- 
cerned. And  when  the  government, 
come  to  discuss  this  matter  with  the 
people  of  the  maritime  provinces,  they 
will  find  that  they  have  made  a  mis- 
take. 

THE  GRAXD  TRUXK. 

Xow.  foreigners  are  studying  our 
trade  routes,  and  see  the  mistakes  we 
are  making.  I  find  in  the  Quarterly 
Review  an  article  which  ably  discusses 
the  Grand  Truid<.     It  says  : 

■■  Turiiiug  to  the  b-ast.  we  find  the 
Grand  Trunk  re|)resenting  the  con- 
solidation of  twenty-five  comi)anies. 
It  is  more  .\merican  than  Canadian." 

That  is  the  first  tiling  a  stranger 
notices  about  this  corporation — it  is 
more  American  than  Canadian. 

"It  lies  along  the  south-east  border 
of  the  Dominion  and  has  a  western 
extension  across  the  state  of  Michi- 
gan  to   Chicago. 

"It  pours  its  traffic  from  the  West 
into  Xew  "S'ork  and  Poston  by  the 
Erie  and  Xew  York  Central  Rail- 
ways, \  ia  lluftalo  and  the  Xiagara 
sus])ension  bridge.  At  Montreal,  it 
cr(5sses  the  St.  Lawrence,  and,  trav- 
ersing the  State  of  Maine,  reaches 
Portland,  which  it  luakes  its  prin- 
cii»al  Atlantic  terminus.  Its  length, 
with  its  branches,  is  about  4.200 
miles,  which  represent  an  expendi- 
ture of  about  €ri7,<xx),ooo  of  English 
and  Canadian  capital.  The  Airieri- 
can  olw<'r".-i^=  v,-it!i  ^ati-faction  that 
this  outlay  has  cemented  Canadian 
interests  very  closrly  to  those  of  the 
L'niled  .'States,  and  therefore,  prays 
for  further  extensions  of  a  railway 
system  the  main  termini  of  which  he 
so  thoroughly  controls." 
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Every  American  on  this  continent  is 
praying  for  the  success  of  this  G.  T.  P. 
railway.     How  is  it  you  people  on  the 
government  benches,  always  have  the 
support   of  the   people  of  the   United  { 
States,    how    is    it    that    every    scheme  ' 
that  ,-ou  approve  of,  is  also  approved  ' 
l)y   every   man   in   the    L'nited   States  ?  ! 
I  wojld  think,  you  would  rather  appeal 
to  the  sober  common  sense  of  the  peo 
pie  of  Canada,  and  get  their  approval 
for  your  conduct. 


A  GOLD  BRICK. 

Now,  Sir,  let  me  say  that  the  Grand 
Trunk  people  have  shown  ihei-  hand 
in  this  matter,  they  have  shown  that 
they  value  their  system  in  the  United 
States,  and  are  going  to  stand  L-y  it. 
They  have  been  much  more  honest  in 
their  dealings  with  the  people  of  Can- 
ada in  this  matter,  than   the  govern- 
ment, because  I  undertake  to  say,  that 
no  intelligent  man  can  read  that  con- 
tract and  not  say  that  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  Company,  have  preserved  their 
own  interests  at  the  expense  of  Can- 
ada; they  have  given  the  government 
of  Canada  notice:     We  are  not  going 
to  desert  our  old  lines  in  Canada  or  our 
terminals  at  Portland ;  we  want  to  get 
into  the  West  to  get  trade  for  that  sys- 
tem and  we  are  not  going  to  have  any- 
thing to  do,  with  the  Eastern  portion  of 
this  proposed  road.     The  Grand  Trunk 
Railway,  asked  for  a  cha-,,    to  build 
from  North  Bay  to  Winnipeg,  then  it 
was  extended  to  Quebec,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  insisted  that  it 
should  be  extended    to    Moncton    and 
what  happened  ?       The  Grand  Trunk 
backed  dcAn  absolutely.     That  ended 
the  matter,  and  the  Bill  was  withdrawn 
from  the  committee,.    When  it  again 
appeared  in  the  committee,  it  was  evi- 
dent that  the  Grand  Trunk   had  suc- 
ceeded, they  had  won    in    the    secret 
council.    When  they  left,  the  Railway 


Committee,  they  were  willing  to  build 
from  .North  Bay  to  Winnipeg,  through 
a  rough  country;  now  they  make  me 
government  build  the  line,  not  only  lo 
North  Bay,  but  to  Moncton,  and  I'iien 
present  the  whole  line  to  the  company. 
The  (Jrand  Trunk  railway  have   been 
honest.     We  know  what  took  place  in 
the  council.     Mr.  Hays  said  :     "l  will 
"^  have  nothing  to  do  with  your  Easicrr 
"  portion,  I  have  terminals  at  Portland, 
_'■  1  have  the  old  Grand  Trunk  system' 
"  in  which  vast  sums  of  money  are  in- 
''  vested,  and  I  want  to  exploit  the  trade 
''  of  the  West,  to  benefit  that  system. 
"I   will   have   nothing  to  do   with   tlie 
''  Eastern  section.     I  will,  if  you  want 
"  me  to,  enter  into  a  kind  of  an  agree- 
"  ment  with  you  to  catch  your  support- 
"  ers  in  the  House."     This  pioposiiion 
was  unfortunately  accepted  by  the  gov- 
ernment, but  will  not  be  accepted  by 
the  people.     You  cannot  fool  the  peo- 
ple of  this  country ;  we  live  in  a  country 
where   we   have  intelligence    and    :!ie 
most  careless  elector,  in  my  country, 
reading  that  agreement,  will   pitch    it 
away  and  call  it  a  gold  brick.  The  Min- 
ister of   Militia   and    Defence,   cannot 
add  one  jot  or  tittle  to  the  intelligence 
of  the  men  in  his  county,  nor  can  the 
Minister  of  Finance.     They  understand 
the  whole  trick,  and    I   have  received 
letters,  from  all  parts  of  the  maritime 
provinces,  assuring  me  that  the  routing 
clause,    which    these    gentlemen    have 
held  out  as  being  a  great  advantage  to 
the  country,  is  a  gold  brick. 

THE   COMMERCIAL   ENEMY 'OF 
CANADA. 

I  want  to  tell  you,  Mr.  Speaker,  that 
wc  in  the  maritime  provinces,  regard 
the  Grand  Trunk,  as  the  comirercial 
enemy  of  Canada,  and  it  is  so  regarded, 
not  only  in  Canada,  and  the  mar  me 
provinces,  but  outside  of  Canada.  In- 
stead of  heloing  Palifax,  this  railway 
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has  always  injured  the  trade  of  Halifax, 
and  has  endeavoured  nut  only  to  side- 
track Halifax,  but  to  side-track  the 
ports  of  \e\v  Brunswick  as  w  11.  Thi 
Minister  of  the  Interior  (.Mr.  Siftoni, 
during  his  speech  let  the  cat  out  of  the 
bag;  I  had  .o  idea  that  this  Granil 
Trunk  was  so  securely  anchored  at 
Portland,  as  it  is.  The  Minister  of  the 
Interior  said — unrevised  Hansard,  page 

8913— 

"The  Grand  Trun.c  Railway  has 

a  line  from  the  city  of  Montreal  to  the 
city  of  Portland.  It  is  a  magnificent 
line  of  railway,  well  equipped  in  the 
best  modern  style,  and  it  has  terminal 
facilities  which  I  am  credibly  told  have 
cost  from  $20,000,000  to  $25,000,000. 
We  are  told  by  the  Grand  Trunk  peo- 
ple that  the  facilities  which  they  have 
for  doing  business  between  Montreal 
and  Port.and  are  not  sufF.  ent  now  to 
cope  with  it.'' 

This  company  has  used  Canada, 
as  a  right-of-way,  and  as  nothing 
more  than  a  right-of-way.  It  has 
one  terminal  in  Chicago,  and  one 
in  Portland ;  it  has  a  right  of  way  over 
Canada,  and  exploits  our  trade,  and 
takes  our  trade,  through  to  Portland. 
Now,  although  they  have  expended 
$25,000,000,  in  Portland,  the  minister 
states,  that  the  president  of  the  road, 
says,  that  they  have  not  the  required 
facilities  there,  which  means  that  they 
will  have  to  enlarge  their  terminals  c 
I  suppose,  when  they  have  succeeded  in 
capturing  our  western  trade,  Portland 
will  out-rival  New  York.  We  know 
the  mistake,  that  has  been  made,  and 
the  enormous  injury  it  has  caused.  We 
will  have  to  fight  them,  and  we  will  be 
prepared  to  fight,  and  will  win  in  the 
end.  After  our  experience  with  the 
Grand  Trunk,  the  conduct  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  putting  the  handling  of  our 
great  Western  trade,  into  the  hands  of 
this  great  company,  is  past  all  under- 


standing. The  government  arc  well 
aware,  of  'the  opinion  of  every  man  in 
Canada,  as  to  the  Grand  Trunk.  That 
opinion  has  been  expressed  in  parlia- 
ment, and  all  over  the  country.  It  is 
regarded,  as  the  one  company,  ear- 
marked, as  being  hostile  to  the  inter- 
ests of  Canada,  and  yet  this  govern- 
ment undertakes  in  inaugurating  a 
great  national  scheme,  to  put  it  in  the 
keeping  of  that  railway,  which  is  the 
enemy  of  Canada.  To  my  mind,  there 
is  only  one  theory,  by  which  it  can  be 
explained,  and  I  do  i  it  want,  to  enter- 
tain that,  for  one  moment. 

THE  EASTERN  SECTION. 

The  agreement,  about  the  working 
of  the  Eastern  section,  will  be  kept 
just  as  long  as  it  is  convenient  for  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  to  keep  it,  in  or- 
der to  capture  the  trade  of  the  West. 
But  after  they  secure  that  trade,  the;, 
will  repudiate  the  agreement,  and  there 
is  no  power  on  earth  to  comj  el  them 
to  keep  :t,  if  they  do  not  want  ''ere 

was  only  one  way,  to  make  a  transcon- 
tinental railway,  a  success ;  that  was  to 
charter  a  new  company,  and  compel 
them  to  build  a  line  from  ocean  to 
ocean,  so  that  they  would  ov.n  the  line, 
and  have  their  money  in  it.  Then, 
without  compulsion,  they  would  oper- 
ate it  like  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way. Whenever  a  road  is  divided  into 
two  parts,  as  in  this  case,  in  which  the 
government  is  allowing  the  Grand 
Trunk  to  own  the  prairie  section,  while 
the  government  carries  the  Eastern  sec- 
tion, that  very  moment  you  destroy  the 
system,  and  destroy  the  business  of  the 
maritime   provinces. 

NO  MAN  CAN  SERVE  TWO 
MASTERS. 

We  have  learned  in  Nova  Scotia, 
that  no  man  can  serve  two  masters, 
and    the    Grand    Trunk    cannot    serve 
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Portland  and  Halifax.  .Many  of  the 
business  men  of  Halifax  are  very  dis 
appointed  and  have  asked  us  to  oppose 
this  scheme,  because  the  Grand  Trunk 
cannot,  or  will  not  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  that  city. 

THEIXTFRCOI.OXIAL. 
The  next  objection,  which  as  a  mari- 
time  province   man,     I     have    to    tliis 
scheme,  is  its  connection  with  the  In- 
tercolonial.    We  do  not  wi^li  any  new 
lino  to  connect  with  the   Intercolonial. 
That  is  a  question  which  is  now  being 
discussed  by  all  the  wide-awake  elect-  i 
ors  of  the   maritime    I'rovinco,  and   if  j 
tlii^^   is  dime  it   is  gniii^-  to  l^-  ;,  t^p^.^i  j 
tlisadvaiitajjv  to  that  road.  .Supixise  the  | 
trade  oi  tlie  W  est  is  uliimairly  iianiid  i 
over   this  pn)i)osi.d  line,  then  the    I.C'.K.  !

Grand  Trunk   Pacific  lino,  and  not  an  \
